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This is in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.48(a), filed June 3, 2005, to add persons as inventors 
of the above-identified application. This is also in response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.183, filed 
June 3, 2005, to waive 37 CFR 1.48(a)(3), which requires the actual inventors to execute an oath or 
declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1.63. 

In the present petitions, petitioner authorized the Office to charge any necessary fees to Deposit 
Account No. 50-027 1 . The current fee for a petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 83 is $400.00. The current 
processing fee for a petition under 37 CFR 1.48 is $130.00. 

On November 25, 2005, the Office mailed a decision granting the petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 83 and 
dismissing the petition under 37 CFR 1 .48. Unfortunately, Deposit Account No. 50-0271 contains 
insufficient funds to pay either the petition fee or the processing fee. 

The Office notes that the rules and statutory provisions governing the operations of the USPTO require 
payment of a fee upon filing a petition. Accordingly, the decision of November 25, 2005, must be 
vacated and the petition must be dismissed because of the lack of payment of the fees upon filing the 
petitions. 

In view of the above, petitioner must file both a request for reconsideration under 37 CFR 1 . 1 83 and 
37 CFR 1.48(a) and pay the outstanding fees, totaling $530.00, within TWO (2) MONTHS of this 
decision. No extensions of time are permissible.
